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Effective dates for claims submission changes
as a result of HIPAA for nurse midwife services

This Wisconsin Medicaid and BadgerCare
Update provides specific effective dates
for the changes that will be implemented
by Wisconsin Medicaid as a result of the
federal Health Insurance Portability and
Accountability Act of 1996 (HIPAA) for
nurse midwife services.

This Update gives implementation dates
for all nurse midwife services providers,
whether they exchange information with
Wisconsin Medicaid on paper or
electronically.

This Wisconsin Medicaid and BadgerCare
Update provides specific effective dates for
the changesthat will beimplemented by
Wisconsin Medicaid as aresult of the federal
Health Insurance Portability and Accountability
Act of 1996 (HIPAA) for nurse midwife
services. These dates apply to the claims
submission changes described in the July 2003
Update (2003-57), titled “ Changesto local
codes and paper claimsfor nurse midwife
services as aresult of HIPAA.” This Update
makes frequent reference to Update 2003-57;
providers are encouraged to read this Update
alongside Update 2003-57.

This Update givesimplementation datesfor all
nurse midwife services providers, whether they
exchangeinformation withWisconsin Medicaid
on paper or electronicaly. Failureto follow the

effective dates that are provided in this Update
may resultinclaim denials.

Providers should note the way the various

changeswill beimplemented. Changesasa

result of HIPAA will beimplemented based on:

» Date of service. For changes
implemented based on the date of service,
theimportant questionto ask is: “When
was the service performed?”

Attention: Advicefor providers

Wisconsin Medicaid recognizesthat thisisa
difficult timefor providerswiththe
nationwideimplementation of HIPAAin
October 2003. Providers are cautioned to
pay close attention to the deadlinesand
requirementsoutlined in thisUpdate, which
are necessary to assure a smooth trangition
to the HIPAA standards. Providers should
allow additional timeto adjust to the new
billing requirementsand systems changes.
Providers may experience atemporary
delay inthe payment of claimsdueto
increased hilling errors and system changes
near the federal compliance date of
October 16, 2003, asWisconsin Medicaid,
other payers, and providersimplement the
HIPAA requirements and billing standards.
